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The 57th annual convention of the Association will be held at 
the Hotel New Yorker, in New York City, on November 23 and 24, 
1944, unless government regulations specifically prohibit such 
meetings. 
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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
Kari G. Miter, Secretary 


The fifty-sixth annual meeting of the Middle States Association 
was held at the Hotel New Yorker in New York City on November 
27 and 28, 1942. For more than fifteen years the meetings had been 
held annually at Haddon Hall in Atlantic City, New Jersey, which 
was no longer available because of the occupancy of all major Atlantic 
City hotels by the armed forces. The total registration at the 1942 
convention was 721 as compared with 727 in Atlantic City the 
previous year, and there was also a slight decrease in the number of 
institutions represented; from 418 in 1941, to 401 in 1942. The 
manager of the Hotel New Yorker and the director of the New York 
Convention Bureau, both of whom were present at the convention 
sessions, stated emphatically that at least 400 additional persons who 
attended the meetings neglected to fill out registration cards. Their 
recommendation that identification badges be required for admission 
to the meetings was not favorably received by the Executive 
Committee. 

The most important decision reached during the past year had to 
do with the cancellation of the 1943 convention. ‘This action was 
taken in August on the basis of an urgent appeal by Director Joseph 
B. Eastman of the Office of Defense Transportation issued on July 
15th. Mr. Eastman’s statement included the following paragraphs: 


“Conventions, even small conventions, produce concentra- 
tions of passenger traffic which severely impair the ability of the 
railroads and bus lines to provide adequate passenger service for 
military and essential war business travel. ‘The passenger trans- 
portation problem is now so serious that I feel obliged to renew 
and reiterate, in the strongest terms, my request for cancellation 
of all such gatherings. 

The time clearly has come for officers and members of or- 
ganizations scheduling conventions, or other group meetings in- 
volving intercity travel, to ask themselves again whether they 
are justified in going ahead with their plans. They must consider 
now not alone the question of whether holding the convention 
will contribute in an important way to winning of the war. They 
must also answer conscientiously the further question of whether 
cancellation of the convention will not accomplish more for the 
war effort than anything that can be gained by holding it. 

Efficient performance of essential war transportation services 
by our railroad and bus systems is of paramount importance. 
Anything that interferes, as conventions interfere, with provision 
of adequate passenger service for travelers on necessary war 
business and for our men and women in uniform has a seriously 
detrimental effect on the war effort. 

The fact that one organization or another has adhered to 
its convention plans does not give other organizations a valid 
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reason for thinking they should do likewise. Each organization 

must make its own independent decision. The Office of Defense 

Transportation cannot pass upon the essentiality of any proposed 

meeting. It can only emphasize the serious burdens which con- 

vention and group-mecting travel imposes on transportation and 
request voluntary action by those who have it in their power to 
eliminate such travel. 

Members of any organization which cooperates with the 

ODT request and cancels its convention, instead of feeling ag- 

grieved if another organization does not act similarly, should 

take pride in the fact that their group has shown leadership in 
supporting the Government’s efforts to achieve, on a voluntary 
basis, the necessary conservation of our limited travel facilities.” 

After careful consideration of the plea of the Office of Defense 
‘Transportation, the members of the Executive Committee voted 
unanimously to dispense with the 1943 convention, and notification 
was sent to ail member institutions in a memorandum dated September 
8, 1943. At the meeting of the Executive Committee held in Phila- 
delphia on October 15th, the previous decision was reaffirmed, but it 
was thought advisable to announce the postponement rather than the 
cancellation of the convention so as to conform to the provisions of 
the Constitution of the Association. Under these conditions, the 
present officers and members of commissions will continue to serve 
until their successors are elected at a regular meeting of the Associa- 
tion. This information was sent to member institutions in a letter 
dated November 1, 1943. In the same communication notice was 
given of the plan to hold a conference during the winter months at 
which the members of the Executive Committee, the Commission on 
Institutions of Higher Education and the Commission on Secondary 
Schools might discuss the urgent problems which confront the schools 
and colleges in relation to the war effort and to post-war adjustments. 
Suggestions as to topics for discussion at this conference were earnestly 
solicited and a number of replies have been received. 

Other actions have been taken by the Executive Committee dur- 
ing the past year which should be reported to the membership. At 
the closing session of the 1942 convention, the Executive Committee 
was instructed to study the problem as to whether the Association 
should support or oppose the admission to accredited colleges of stu- 
dents who had not qualified for high school graduation. The Com- 
mittee was given specific responsibility for deciding whether to call a 
special meeting of the Association for consideration of the problem, 
or whether to conduct a vote of member institutions by mail, or to 
postpone action until the 1943 convention. At the time of the meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee in March 1943, the policies of the 
Army and Navy as to the status of college students who had not 
completed their high school work had not yet been clearly defined. 
The President of the Association was therefore instructed to appoint 
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a special sub-committee to investigate the problem thoroughly, ac- 
quaint itself with rulings by the armed services, and formulate a 
statement of policy to be presented at a later meeting of the Executive 
Committee. When the Committee held its next meeting in October 
1943, it was unanimously agreed that announcements by the armed 
services with particular reference to the A-12 and V-12 college train- 
ing programs, had virtually eliminated the problem of the non- 
graduate. ‘The special sub-committee was therefore discharged and 
any further problems relating to college entrance requirements in 
war-time were referred to the Commission on Institutions of Higher 
Education. 

In pursuance of action taken by the 1942 convention, the Exec- 
utive Committee, at its meeting in March 1943, instructed the 
secretary to distribute to all member institutions the booklet entitled 
“Sound Educational Credit for Military Experience” which was 
prepared by the American Council on Education in support of the 
program of the United States Armed Forces Institute. In a cover 
letter which accompanied the booklet attention was directed to the 
action of the Middle States Association endorsing the activities of 
the Institute. 

The Executive Committee at its meeting on November 27, 1943, 
instructed the secretary to publish the annual reports of the officers 
and commissions as well as the lists of institutions accredited for 1944 
as soon as convenient. “~The Committee also went on record as looking 
forward to the 1944 convention of the Association unless government 
regulations specifically prohibit such meetings. “The Committee be- 
lieves that the activities of the Association would be seriously affected 
if the annual meetings were canceled for two successive years. The 
secretary was instructed to reserve the convention facilities of the 
Hotel New Yorker in New York City for the Friday and Saturday 
following ‘Vhanksgiving Day, 1944. 

The retiring president of the Association, Dr. William E. Weld, 
served as delegate at the annual convention of the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools in Memphis in December 
1942, while the secretary attended the meetings of the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools which were held at 
the same time in Boston. In March 1943, President Merle M. 
Odgers of Girard College was our fraternal delegate at the meetings 
of the North Central Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools 
in Chicago. Dean Henry Grattan Doyle represented the Middle 
States Association at the Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of The 
American University in Washington, D. C., in February 1943. 

President Ferguson is to attend the meetings of the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools in December 1943. 
The Southern Association has canceled its 1943 convention. 
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A MINUTE IN APPRECIATION OF 
DOCTOR JOHN H. DENBIGH 


Doctor John H. Denbigh died suddenly in the summer of 1943 of 
a heart seizure while working in the rose garden of his home in 
Berkeley, California, where he had been residing with his sister after 
his retirement in 1938 from the presidency of Packer Collegiate In- 
stitute. It seems a beautiful close to a life of long and constructive 
service in the field of secondary education. 

John Denbigh was a graduate of Oxford University. He 
brought to his work in the United States broad scholarship and a 
rich culture with a personality of unusual charm and graciousness, 
and a character strong in purpose and seasoned by experience. 

He was head of the Department of Mathematics of the Morris 
High School, New York, from 1897 to 1904. In that year he fol- 
lowed Dr. Edward J. Goodwin as principal, becoming the second 
head of that school. He served in that capacity until 1918, when he 
again succeeded Dr. Goodwin and became fourth President of Packer 
Collegiate Institute, Brooklyn, N. Y., a position he held until his 
retirement in 1938. 

His work at Packer was characteristic of the wide range, and 
constructive nature of his educational interests. He found the In- 
stitute with a collegiate department common to academic foundations 
of the earlier days of last century. This he gradually reorganized so 
that it grew into a strong junior college program, superimposed on a 
secondary school recognized for its sound scholarship and wisely en- 
riched curriculum. The Junior College was the first to be recognized 
by the New York State Department of Education. This was in 1932, 
the same year that the Middle States Association accepted it and a 
small group of junior colleges in its membership. 

He held many positions of responsibility and influence in the 
educational life of metropolitan New York. He was a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Headmasters’ Association of the 
United States for several years and Vice-president in 1912. 

His first recorded activity with the Middle States Association 
was at the convention held at Princeton, November 1918, when he 
spoke on the topic “The School After the War.” In 1920 he became 
a member of the Commission on Secondary Schools, a service which 
continued through the convention of 1937. For five years he was 
one of the Association’s representatives on the College Entrance Ex- 
amination Board. He served for several years on the Executive Com- 
mittee and was President of the Association in 1923-24. Upon his 
retirement in 1938 he was elected an Honorary Member. 
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His rich experience in both public and private education was of 
great service to this Association which has been characterized through- 
out its history by unity and sympathy in its membership. 

In conclusion may I be pardoned for a personal note expressed 
in a letter to John Denbigh’s sister: ‘I valued his wisdom based on 
broad scholarship and forward looking appreciation of the best in the 
new, without for a moment undervaluing the rich experience and 
practice of the past, and to this wisdom and strength were added 
gentleness and a culture that had its roots in the eternal verities.”

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON INSTITUTIONS 
OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


Cuares C. TILtinGcHast, Acting Secretary 


The Commission on Institutions of Higher Education held two 
meetings during the year, one on April 20, 1943, and one on October 
21, 1943. Each meeting was held at Princeton, N. J. 

During the year six institutions have been added to the accred- 
ited list: Hershey Junior College, Hershey, Pa., Mount Aloysius 
Junior College, Cressons, Pa., Siena College, Loudonville, N. Y., 
St. John’s University, Brooklyn, N. Y., State Teachers College, 
Slippery Rock, Pa., Wilson Teachers College, Washington, D. C. 

One institution, Villa Maria College at Erie, Pa., was dropped 
from the accredited list. 

During the year eighteen institutions have been visited for the 
purpose of inspection or re-inspection. In most of these cases, the 
inspection was made by one member of the Commission only, but in 
three instances, two inspectors collaborated in making the inspection. 

Thirteen institutions, Adelphi College, Garden City, N. Y., 
Alliance College, Cambridge Springs, Ohio, Elmira College, Elmira, 
N. Y., Hobart and William Smith Colleges, Geneva, N. Y., Juniata 
College, Huntingdon, Pa., LaSalle College, Philadelphia, Pa., Man- 
hattanville College of the Sacred Heart, New York, N. Y., Mary- 
wood College, Scranton, Pa., Seton Hall College, South Orange, 
N. J., St. Bonaventure College, St. Bonaventure, N. Y., St. 
Lawrence University, Canton, N. Y., Upsala College, East Orange, 
N. J., Washington College, Chestertown, Md., submitted detailed 
reports, which were reviewed by the Commission. Each one of these 
institutions was continued on the accredited list, with appropriate 
suggestions from the Commission in terms of the needs as revealed by 
these reports. 

An unofficial request for a possible inspection of the American 
University at Cairo, Egypt, was received. In the discussion which 
followed the presenting of this request, it was brought out that the 
colleges of the Near East have on occasion experienced a feeling of 
need for accreditation and have turned to the Middle States Associa- 
tion for suggestions. 

There were likewise presented requests from Ithaca College, 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, Philadelphia Museum School of 
Industrial Art and Philadelphia Textile Institute for an opinion re- 
garding the possibility of the accreditation of an institution in which 
the work in liberal arts constituted only a minor part of the program 
of that institution. The Commission, without passing any judgment 
on the quality of the work done by the institutions involved, felt that 
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the problem of accreditation of an entire institution with only a small 
part thereof devoted to liberal arts required further and careful 
study. 

Considering the requests of these colleges and the unofficial re- 
quest of the American University at Cairo, Egypt, the Commission, 
through its chairman, appointed a special committee to consider the 
requests of the colleges named, this committee to bring in a report to 
some subsequent meeting of the full Commission. This committee 
consists of President Levering Tyson, of Muhlenberg College, Chair- 
man, Dr. Deferrari and Lt. Commander Bowles. This committee 
has already had one meeting. 

There was referred to the Commission an action of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Middle States Association with reference to 
the ‘automatic accreditation” of branch institutions. The policy of 
the Commission was re-affirmed, namely that the accreditation of a 
parent institution does not automatically carry with it the accredita- 
tion of all branch institutions. 

Doctor Karl G. Miller, for the Executive Committee of the 
Middle States Association, reported to the Commission that a special 
committee had been appointed to consider any matters arising from an 
acceleration of programs, which might admit to the various colleges 
and universities of this area boys and girls who did not possess high 
school diplomas. It was the opinion of the Commission that no action 
should be taken by our body without the benefit of the report of this 
special committee and any subsequent action by the Middle States 
Association. 

Record should be made of the exceedingly faithful attendance 
of the members of the Commission, as well as their willingness to 
take on the inspection assignments, assignments which frequently 
entailed much time of travel and of preparing the report after the 
inspection had been made. 

In its work for the year, the Commission has tried to serve not 
only as an accrediting body functioning with definite standards in 
mind, but as an advising and assisting group to which any institution 
of higher education in the area of the Middle States Association 
might feel free to turn for what advice and assistance might profit- 
ably be given. 

During the year many informal visits and conferences have 
been held, looking to the end of being of service to the institutions for 
whom the Commission feels itself responsible. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS 


E. D. GrizzELL, Chairman 


The Commission has continued to perform the usual services 
during the year 1942-43. The List of Accredited Secondary Schools 
includes 714 schools, of which 704 are old schools, and 10 are new 
schools. Thirteen schools have been dropped for the following 
reasons: 4 for not reporting, 4 for violation of standards, 2 discon- 
tinued or changed through merger with other schools, and 4 for 
withdrawal or non-payment of annual fees. ‘Table I presents an 
analysis of the total situation. ‘Table II contains the list of new 
schools accredited in November 1943. 

The program of school evaluation has been carried on as usual, 
with some reduction in the number of schools evaluated. ‘The de- 
cline in number of evaluations has been due in part to the heavy 
burden of war-related activities in which secondary schools have been 
engaged. The lighter load has been a fortunate circumstance. We 
have lost the valuable services of Dr. R. D. Matthews who has en- 
tered the United States Naval Reserve. We have been able to secure 
the services of Dr. T. E. McMullin who has added the field work of 
the Executive Secretary to his other duties at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The evaluation program for 1942-43 was planned to include 
85 old schools and 12 new schools. Cancellations for various reasons 
reduced the number to 72 old schools and 8 new schools. It should 
be observed, however, that the Office has in most instances organized 
committees for the schools that canceled their evaluations and this has 
entailed considerable labor. 

The program for 1943-44 is planned to include 63 schools, 46 
old schools and 17 new schools as of this date. To date the cancella- 
tions and additions of new applications are about equal. Table IIi 
presents the trends in school evaluation since the beginning of the 
Middle States Association program in 1939 as well as a summary of 
the Original Cooperative Study program and the several cooperating 
state programs. Since the beginning of the present program 477 
schools, 416 old schools and 61 new schools have been considered for 
the List on the basis of the new evaluation procedures. Approxi- 
mately 40 schools have not been accredited or have been deferred for 
various reasons. 

Of the 714 schools on the List for 1944, 389 are still to be 
evaluated, and of this latter number 46 are scheduled for evaluation 
this year. All new schools accredited since 1939 (except a small num- 
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ber in 1939-40 that had begun this process under the old plan) have 
been evaluated under the new plan. 

Since the five-year experimental period for the new plan of eval- 
uation will end in 1944, it will be necessary for the Commission on 
Secondary Schools to prepare a complete report for consideration at 
the annual convention in 1944. The Commission has authorized the 
preparation of such report with recommendations. ‘The committee 
would be glad to receive constructive suggestions as to the value of 
the service to the member schools and the features that need re- 
vision if such program is to continue. 

The Commission on Secondary Schools takes this opportunity to 
thank the state committees and the hundreds of evaluation committee 
members for their valuable services during the past year. It is 
obvious that such an extensive service to the schools could not be 
rendered without this cooperative service.

OLD SCHOOLS NEW SCHOOLS 
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REPORT ON THE COLLEGE ENTRANCE 
EXAMINATION BOARD 


Maupe LouitseE STRAYER 
The Masters School 


It is now my privilege to report to you on the College Entrance 
Examination Board. The “changes and implications” brought about 
by Pearl Harbor and so ably described by my colleague in his report 
last year, are still in force, affecting academic life both in the colleges 
and preparatory schools of our Association. You are all familiar with 
the changed schedule of examinations made necessary by accelerated 
programs and the new type of entrance examinations now offered. 
In connection with the examination program, three items of special 
interest should be noted in a report for 1943. First of all, the regis- 
tration has been unexpectedly large due to the fact that there has 
been an increase in the number of girls while a decrease in the num- 
ber of boys has been less than had been anticipated. Secondly, at the 
meeting of the Board on April 7th, the following resolution was 
adopted: “Resolved that the Executive Secretary be authorized to 
furnish schools, at their request, with confidential reports of the exact 
scores assigned to their pupils and that this resolution supersede all 
other resolutions limiting the release of scores to the schools.” Al- 
though there was some difference of opinion on the part of the col- 
leges represented, the members present who represented secondary 
schools were delighted since they felt that this Board action would 
be of great assistance to the schools not only in guiding and counseling 
candidates but in strengthening their academic courses and in prepar- 
ing students for college more adequately. Thirdly, several research 
studies have been undertaken by the Board in an effort to interpret, 
for both college admission officers and school faculties, the scores of 
the candidates offering two, three and four units of a given language. 
Only a bare preliminary report of this study has been published ; the 
final report should prove of great assistance. A similar study is being 
made on scores on the Scholastic Aptitude Test, both the mathematics 
and verbal scores. 

All members of the College Entrance Examination Board should 
rejoice and be proud that the Board was ready, through years of re- 
search and experience in testing and because of a trained and eff- 
cient staff, to answer the government’s call and to take on additional 
work for the Army and Navy. The report of responsibility carried 
by Professor Stalnaker, our Associate Secretary, was an impressive 
part of the April meeting. On April 2d, approximately 316,000 
candidates in 13,000 locations were given the “qualifying test for 
civilians” under the Army-Navy training program. The preparing and

scoring of the Navy V-1 test April 20th was handled by the Board. 
The Board prepared the original qualifying tests for the selection of 
both officers and enlisted personnel of the Waves. In this special war 
work planning as well as in the regular activities of the Board, the 
efficiency and farsighted leadership of the Executive Secretary has 
been evident and it is a pleasure to acknowledge this in my report. 
This report should include a word of appreciation for the invaluable 
services rendered the College Entrance Examination Board since 
1924, particularly in regard to the development of the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test, by Professor Carl C. Brigham and to acknowledge 
the sense of loss occasioned by his death in January 1943. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my gratitude to the Association 
for the privilege of representing them on the College Entrance Ex- 
amination Board for the last five years. The stimulating experience 
of committee work, the contacts with others in the educational field, 
the influence of the wise, able leadership of Dr. Richard Gummere, 
Dr. Marion Park and Dr. Karl Miller have all been personally in- 
structive and rewarding. Furthermore, it seems to me not only wise 
but even essential to the educational procedure to have representatives 
of secondary schools on the College Entrance Examination Board. 
Since the same young people are concerned and the process is con- 
tinuous, the colleges and schools should face their common problems 
together on the Board as well as in the meetings of the Association 
itself.
